Aristocrat  (Bill) 5-00 

Massive  spikes  of  pale  saffron  pink  flaked 
deep  orange  with  cream  throat  and  very 
distinct  violet  feather. 

Beatrice  (Bill) 50 

Appearance  and  texture  of  soft  crepe 
paper,  slightly  hooded  and  frilled  blos- 
soms. Eosine  pink  over  cream  ground. 

Betty  Bunce  (Bill) 1.00 

Pale  lilac  lightly  flaked  phlox  purple. 
Creamy  throat  with  delicate  lines  of  true 
purple. 

Betty  Joy  (Bill) 1 50 

Named  for  the  flower  of  Bill’s  house- 
hold. Soft  creamy  white  flushed  La- 
France  Pink. 

Break  O’  Day 15-00 


Soft  LaFrance  pink  flowers  flushed  over 
a cream  ground  and  the  shade  is  deeper 
at  tips  of  petals.  There  is  a zone  of 
martius  yellow  on  lower  petals  with 
delicate  central  lines  of  Brazil  red.  The 
most  striking  extra  early  variety  ever 
produced. 

Cameo  (Bill) 25 

Upper  petals  LaFrance  pink  on  cream 
ground,  lower  petals  yellow  shading  to 
cream  white  at  tips  with  delicate  feather 
of  red.  A dainty  slightly  ruffled  prim. 


Canandaigua  Red  (Bill) 5-00 

A solid  self  color  of  red  shade  slightly 
lighter  than  true  carmine.

Large  white  well  brushed  with  laven- 
der, maroon  blotch  on  lower  petals. 

Catherina  (Velthuys) 25 

Grayish  light  blue  violet,  deeper  color 
on  lower  petals  with  maroon  blotch.

Coral  pink  with  deeper  pink  markings 
in  throat. 

Chateau  Thierry  (Vos) 10 


Orange  cerise  with  yellow  bordered  red 
blotch.  Highly  recommended.

Light  rose  shaded  to  nearly  white,  deep 
in  the  throat.  The  lower  petals  have 
strong  central  lines  of  dahlia  carmine 
drawn  across  a zone  of  very  light  yellow. 


Dr.  F.  E.  Bennett  (Diener) 3-00 

Deep  peach  red  overlaid  with  flame 
scarlet.  Lip  speckled  with  ruby  and 
white. 

Duchess  or  York -50 

Very  dark  blue  with  darker  blue  lower 
petals.  Many  flowers  open  at  a time. 

Early  One  (Bill) 20 

Subdued  begonia  rose,  amber  vellow 
throat  stippled  with  aster  purple. 

E.  J.  Shaylor  (Kunderd) 10 

Deep  rose  pink  self  colored. 

Elaine  (Bill) TOO 

Lily  white  with  faint  lilac  veins  at  the 
throat. 

Elizabeth  Tabor  (Hinkle) 50 

Light  pink  on  white  ground  with  a large 
red  blotch.  Large  and  well  opened. 
Unusually  early. 

Eugene  Lefebvre  (Lemoine) 25 

A wonderful  large  French  variety.  Deep 
pink  with  throat  dotted  purplish  ama- 
ranth and  cream.  Very  good. 

Europa  (Pfitzer) 20 

The  best  pure  white  ever  introduced. 

Firy  Knight 40 

Pure  vermilion.  Fairly  early. 

Frank  J.  Symmes  (Diener) 15 

Heavily  ruffled  peach  red.

Light  salmon  with  vermilion  stripes. 
Canary  yellow  throat  with  ruby  stripes. 

Jacoba  Van  Beijeren  (Heemskerk) .50 

Violet  self  color  well  placed  on  tall 
erect  stems.  Many  flowers  open. 

Jean  DuTailles  (Lemoine) .25 

A French  introduction.  Deep  salmon 
flaked  deeper  and  with  maroon  blotch. 

Jenny  Lind  (Hoeg) 30 

Pure  soft  apricot  pink,  throat  pale  yel- 
low; the  two  colors  blending  to  per- 
fection. 

Kokomo  (Bill) 15 


Rich  velvety  shade  of  pomegranite 
purple  with  large  striking  throat 
blotch  of  light  yellow.  Dainty  car- 
mine lines  across  the  yellow  blotch  on 
lower  petals. 

Leota  (Coleman) 20 

Clear  glowing  pink  shading  to  delicate 
tints,  ending  in  a white  throat. 

Los  Angeles  (Houdyshel) 75 

A glorified  Gretchen  Zang.  Could  be 
justly  called  an  ever  blooming  glad. 

Louise  (Wright) 15 

Bright  blue  lavender,  wine  colored 
blotch. 


Lucette  (Bill) 20 

Ivory  white  with  lines  of  faint  pink. 

Maine  (Vos) 50 

Citron  yellow  in  the  bud  turning  pure 
white  when  fully  open. 

Marshal  Foch  (Kunderd) 25 

Salmon  pink  shading  to  rose  in  throat. 
Ruffled. 

Milady  (Bill) 40 

Creamy  white,  yellow  throat  with 
heavy  amaranth  purple  feather.  Ruffled. 

Mona  Lisa  (Kunderd) 25 

A ruffled  pale  soft  rose  pink.  Delicate 
self  color. 

Mrs.  Frederick  C.  Peters  (Fischer) 35 

Beautiful  shade  of  rose  lilac  with  a soft 
crimson  blotch  bordered  white  on 
lower  petals. 

Mrs.  J.  K.  Armsby  (Diener) 1.00 

Coral  pink  delicately  penciled  with 
vermilion  near  the  edges,  creamy 
throat  speckled  with  ruby. 

Mrs.  Leon  Douglas  (Diener) 1.00 


Ground  color  Begonia  Rose,  striped 
with  flame  and  brilliant  scarlet.  Lip 
is  pale  lemon  slightly  speckled  with 
ruby.

Pale  violet  blue,  orchid  blue  with 
purplish  blue  blotch  on  lower  petals. 
Flowers  are  very  gracefully  arranged 
on  stem. 

Nobilis  (Bill) 75 

Rich  velvet  deep  red.  It  does  not  fade 
in  wet  weather. 

Nokomis  (Bill) 35 

Flame  scarlet  flaked  mahogany  at  tips. 

Lemon  yellow  medial  lines.  Ruffled. 
Suggestive  of  American  Indian. 


Norwalk  (Bill) 40 

Deep  scarlet  with  large  yellow  throat 
with  a faint  tinge  of  blue  on  edge  of 
petals. 

Opalescent  (Bill) 50 

Wonderful  spikes,  large  pale  rose 
lavender.  A pure  self  color  with  soft 


lilac  throat  lines.  Flowers  well  placed, 
broad  petals  of  good  substance  on 
strong,  straight  stalks. 

Orange  Queen 50 

A beautiful  copper  orange  self  color. 

It  is  of  the  primulinus  grandiflora  type. 
Received  much  favorable  comment  at 
the  A.G.S.  Show  and  was  admired  bv 
all  visitors  at  my  gardens.  .Stock 
limited. 

Piccadilly  (Bill) 75 

Pure  cream  yellow  with  amber  yellow 
throat.  Wonderful  strong  spikes  with 
many  large  flowers  open  at  a time. 

Pippin  ( Bill) 35 

Soft  blush  pink  with  a feather  and 
stippling  of  red  on  cream  throat. 

P01.  \ Negri  (Diener) 50 

Apricot  with  yellow  lip.  Ruffled, 
shading  into  rose  and  salmon  on  outer 
edges.  One  of  the  loveliest  color  com- 
binations ever  seen. 

Primunella  (Kunderd) 20 

Ruffled  apricot  colored  butterfly  like 
primulinus. 

Priority  (Bill) 50 

Large  open  flowers  of  Venetian  pink 
shading  darker  toward  the  tips.  Faint 
central  lines  and  feather  of  rose  pink. 

Purple  Glory  (Kunderd) 25 

Deepest  velvety  maroon  red.  Large  in 
size  and  heavily  ruffled. 

Quaker  Maid  (Bill) 50 

Soft  lavender  pink  with  delicate  fea- 
ther throat  markings. 

Revue  (Bill) 35 

A prim,  of  martius  yellow  shaded  to 
delicate  pink  at  tips  of  petals. 


Richard  Diener  (Diener) 

Pure  geranium  pink  with  a slight  sprinkling  of  ruby  on  creamy  yellow 
center. 

Romance  (Kunderd) 

An  unusual  flower  hard  to  describe.  Orange,  salmon  rose,  red  and  yel- 
low throat  and  with  a bluish  border  surrounding  each  petal. 

Rose  Ash  (Diener) 

Corinthian  red  shading  to  ashes  of  roses  on  the  outer  edges,  lower  petals 
light  yellow  speckled  with  ruby. 

Rosemary  (Bales) 

White,  marked  with  fine  hairlines  and  stippling  of  lavender  rose.  These 
markings  are  on  the  back  as  well  as  the  face. 

Rubella  (Bill) 

A deep  velvet  amaranth  purple. 

Salmon  Beauty  (Kunderd) 

Deep  salmon  with  rich  salmon  yellow  throat.  A large  flowering  prim. 

Scarlet  Wonder  (Cowee) 

Mammoth  pure  deep  scarlet  flowers  on  tall  strong  stems. 

Shi  1:1. a (Coleman) 

Rich  salmon  of  wonderful  texture.  Large  blooms,  graceful  and  airy. 

Shiela’s  Sister  (Coleman) 

Very  similar  to  Shiela  in  color  but  larger. 

Starbright  (Bales) 

Daffodil  yellow  with  a distinct  band  of  rose  through  the  center  of  every 
petal.  A truly  worthwhile  glad. 

Sweet  Lavender  (Coleman) 

Light  lavender,  deeper  in  throat  with  purple  blotch.  The  earliest 
bloomer  in  my  garden. 

Sibyl  (Bill) 

Large  cream  flowers  with  tips  of  petals  flaked  mallow  pink. 

Theda  (Bill) 

Shrimp  pink  gradually  fading  to  yellow  in  the  throat.  Small  violet 
lines  on  lower  petals.  Early  to  bloom. 

Trojana  (Bill) 

Soft  geranium  pink  daintily  flaked  with  rose,  bright  scarlet  lines  on 
pale  yellow  throat. 

Vanity  (Bill) . .■ 

An  extraordinary  prim,  hybrid.  LaFrance  pink  flushed  over  cream 
ground  with  stippling  of  hermosa  pink  on  cream  yellow  throat.  An 
unusually  tall  grower.  Highly  recommended. 

Venus  (Bill) 

Large  creamy  flowers  overlaid  flush  of  pink.  Soft,  delicate  shades. 

Vesta  Tilly  (Krelage) 

A delicate. blush  pink  with  a small  violet  blotch.  Large  Arm  flowers.
